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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bigo et al, "5.1 2 Tbit/s (128x40 Gbit/s WDM) transmission over 3x1 00 km of TeraLight 
Fibre", herein after referred to as "Bigo et al" in view of Webb (US Patent No. 
6,384,954). 

Regarding claim 1 , Bigo et al disclose method for modulating a NRZ nonreturn to 
zero (NRZ) signal transmitted to a receiver utilizing alternating left side and right side 
filtering for adjacent channels having alternating channel spacing (see Fig. 1 for left-side 
filtering and right side filtering), the method comprising: 

modulating channels which are to be subjected to the right side filtering using a 
modulator (in Fig. 2, Bigo et al show modulator (M-Z), on the upper portion, for 
modulating the right side); and 

modulating channels which are to be subjected to the left side filtering 
using a modulator (in Fig. 2, Bigo et al show modulator (M-Z), on the lower portion, for 
modulating the right side). 

Bigo et al differ from the claimed invention in that Bigo et al do not specifically 
disclose that the modulator provide positive and negative chirp. However, in optical 
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communication it is well known to provide positive or negative chirp using modulator. 
Webb is cited to show such well known concept. In col. 1 , lines 20-30, Webb discloses 
the use of optical modulator to provide positive or negative chirp. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide chirp to the system of Bigo et al by adjusting drive signal of the 
modulator as taught by Webb. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do such in order to reduce of eliminate distortion. 

Regarding claim 2, in Fig. 1, Bigo et al show that the central frequencies of two 
consecutive filters, whether left-side or right-side, are equidistant in the frequency 
domain (see also 1 st page, 2 nd column, lines 1-12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-5 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments
